The one- 
ness of belief and pur|x»*e routes of the con- 
viction that unless the loyal colored peopl<- 
are allowed the ballot, there is no safety lor 
ratic institutions.. The opposition to 
lex ion and race, the possession o.' 
power, the existence and virtual 
entail of large landed estates— forbidding 
the growth and prosperity of a middling 
class — the injustice and inhumanity, all the 
the unavoidable consequences of slavery, 
are seen and known to be inimical iu tb 
extreme— more than that fatal sooner or 
later to a republie.au form of government— 
to freedom and the blessings that come from 
freedom. It is the seeing and knowing of 
this, that makes the patriotism of the East 
ho accordant in the belief that the free<lm»-i: 
must be made freemen and citizens, in the 
enjoyment of political rights and the per- 
formance of political duties. The opposi- 
tion of the much stigmatized and grossly 
misunderstood philanthrophy of the North 
is against the aristocracv of the South, the 
autocracy of the once dominant view, and 
in favor of the people of the South. The 
desire is to have a homogeneous country, 
and that country democratic 

This is the whole head and front of our 
offending; and I he sooner this is clearly un- 
derstood on your side of the Ohio and the 
Potomac, the sooner will the settlement ot 
public affairs be amicable and ou an en- 
during basis. As a result of the war, the 
transcendant feeling is that we must be a 
nation, and that the corner-stone g| this 

This feeling has grown to the hardness of 
a determination to inaugurate itself into 
law. Why should not Kentucky— it is fra- 
ternally asked entertain this resolve 
also? 'What concern have her people, her 
young men especially, her working class, 
her trading class, with slavery or any of its 
vegaries. What would they gain by mak- 
ing the former chattel a Pariah ? We ask 
questions with friendly astonish- 
jt, that the intelligence of your popula- 
tion can dream of clinging to a dead past. 
We comprehend why a portion of your 
people have been in sympathy with the 
false ideas that fomented the rebellion. We 
can see that so much of oligarchy as you 
have been burthened with may, as the 
the phrase is, "die hard.'' They dread 
apolitical power and social leader- 
> of course. This is natural, almost ox- 
le, certainly venial. But why «hould 
people allow tl is oligarchy to cheat 
> out of a profitable and glorious al- 
liance with the true Democracy of the coun- 
try ?

Lincoln's Message to the Miners 
of the West. 

It will be recollected that on the evening 
of his assination President Lincoln had ;i 
long interview with Speaker Colfax, who 
was to start out on the next morning on an 
overland journey to California. On taking 
leave of Mr. Olfax, Mr. Lincoln sent with 
him a mes^.i^c to the miners. In a speech 
lately made at Denver, Colorado, Mr. Colfax 
deliverd this message as follows. Mr. Lin- 
coln said: 

"Mr. Colfax, I want you to take a mes- 
sage from me to the miners whom you vis- 
it. "I have," said he, "very large ideas of 
the mineral wealth of our natiou. I believe 
it practically inexhaustible. It abounds all 
over the Western cnuutr}-, from the Rocky 
Mountains to the Paeilic. and its develop- 
ment has scarcely commenced. During the 
war. when we were adding a couple of mil- 
lions every day to our national debt, I did 
not care about encouraging the increase in 
the volume of our precious metals. We 
iiH.i the countiy to save first. But now 
that the rebellion is overthrown and we 
know pretty nearly the amount of our 
national debt, the more gold and silver we 
mine makes the payment of that debt so 
much the easier. Now," said he speaking 
with much emphasis, "I am going to en- 
courage- that in every possible way. We shall 
have hundreds of thousands of disbanded 
soldiers; and many have feared that their 
return home in such great numbers might 
paralize industry by lurnishing suddenly a 
greater supply of labor than there will be a 
demand for. I am going to try and attract 
them to the hidden wealth of our mountain 
ranges, where there is room enough for all. 
Immigration, which even the war has not 
stopped, will land upon our shores hun- 
dreds of thousands more per year from over 
crowded Europe. I intend to point them to 
the go'd and silver that waits for them in 
the West. Tell the miners for me, that I 
shall promote their interests to the utmost 
of my ability, because their prosperity is 
the prosperity of the nation, and,'' said he, 
his eve kindling with enthusiasm, "we shall 
prove, in a very few years, that we are, in- 
deed, the Treasury of the world."

A Startling Scene In Church. 

There were many thrilling scenes in the 
New England churches during the Revo- 
lutionary war. The following one occurred 
in Sharon, Conn., under the ministry of 
Kev. Cotton Mather Smith. It is found 
in Headley's "Chaplains of the Revolu- 
uon : ' 

Mr. Smith one Sunday took for his text a 
part of Isaiah xxi, 11:12— "Watchman, 
what of the night? The watchman said, 
The morning cometh." The question in 
the first part of this passage had been the 
daily, almost hourly, inquiry for nearly a 
month of every one of the congregation, 
and hence its appropriateness was keenly 
felt, but the startling announcement, "The 
morning cometh," took them by surprise, 
and they could not at first comprehend its 
significance, or how it could t>e adapted to 
the present gloom v prospect. Had he heard 
any good news? What had happened that 
be could say so confidently, "The morning 
cometh?" No, he had nothing new to tell 
them, only to proclaim over again his un- 
shaken confidence iu God's promises. He 
did not attempt to conceal or lessen the ca- 
lamities that had befallen the country, nor 
deny that a fearful crisis was at hand. He 
acknowledged that to human appearance 
"clouds and darkness were round about 
God's throne," but said that the eye of 
faith could pierce the gloom. The throne 
was there, though wrapped in impenetra- 
ble darkness. Iu all the disasters that had 
successively overwhelmed them, he traced 
the baud of God, and declared that, to his 
mind, they clearly indicated some striking 
interposition of Divine Providence about to 
take place iu their behalf. "Man's extrem- 
ity had come, and now was the time for him 
to make bare 'his arm for the deliverance 
of the people.' " 

Prophet-like, kindling with the vision on 
which the eye of his faith rested, he boldly 
dropped the general subjec* of God's faith 
fulness, and told his astonished hearers 
that he believed they were on the point ot 
hearing extraordinary news of victory to 
our arms. He would not wait for an indefi- 
nite future to prove his faith to be well 
founded— he was willing to bring it to the 
test of the present. They might judge 
whether he was right or wrong, for said he, 
"The morning now cometh. I see its BOOOM 
already gilding the mountain tops, and you 
shall soon liehoki its brightness bursting 
over the laud." 

One cannot imagine the effect of such 
language uttered by the minister of God in 
such a time of doubt and suspense. He 
ceased, and as he closed the Bible and ex- 
claimed "Amen ! so let it be," a silence, 
profound and death-like, rested on the au- 
diet.ee. Each one seemed to feel as if an 
invisible presence was there, and some 
weighty announcement was just on hand. 

Suddenly the deep hush was broken by 
the disliut clatter of a horse's hoof along 
the road. The sharp and rapid strokes told 
ot swift riding and of urgent haste. They 
knew at once, what it meant. For days anil 
weeks their eyes had strained up the streets 
th:it led northward, to catch sight of the 
messenger of good or evil tidings that was 
hourly expected. He had come at last, ami 
as nearer, clearer, rang the sound of thai 
gallop on the listening ear, each looked in 
mute and earnest inquiry into his neigh- 
bor's face. Right on through the place, 
straight for the meeting-house, darted the 
sw ift rider, and drawing rein at the door, 
leaped from the saddle, and leaving his 
foam-covered steed unattended, strode into 
the main aisle. On the deep silence that 
tilled the building like a sensible presence, 
his armed heel rung like the blows of 
hammer. As he passed along, a sudden 
paleness spread over the crowd of face-, 
turned with a painful eagerness toward 
him. But looking neither to the right hand 
nor the left, the dread messenger passed on, 
and, mounting the pulpit stairs, handed the 
pastor a letter. 

Not withstanding the good man's faith his 
hand trembled and an ashy hue overspread 
his face as he reached out to receive it. 
"Hurgoyue has surrendered" were the first 
words that met his eye. He staggered un- 
der them as uuder a blow. The next mo- 
ment a radiance like that of the morning 
broke over his countenance, and he burst 
into tears. Rising to read the incredible 
tidings, such a tide of emotion flooded his 
heart that he could scarcely utter them 
aloud. The audieuce sat for a moment 
overwhelmed and stupified, then, as their 
pastor folded his hands and turned his eyes 
toward heaven in thankful prayer, impelled 
by a simultaneous movement they fell like 
one man on their knees and wept aloud. 
Sobs, sighs, and ferveutly uttered "Aniens" 
were heard on every side, attesting the 
depth of their gratitude and the ecstacy of 
their joy. "The morning had come, bright 
and glorious, and its radiance tilled all the 
heavens."

Late News. 

Later news from Washington Territory 
increases the majority of the Union candi- 
date for Congress, and shows that the Legis- 
lature will be almost unanimously Union. 

The rebel Major General Ed. Johnson still 
remains a prisoner in the Old Capital 
Prison, Washington. 

It will be the middle of July before the 
Associated Press reports can be regularly 
transmitted to and from the South. 

The rumor of the appointment of a Re 
tiring Board for the army creates a great 
fluttering among Regular Army officers. 

The Orange and Alexandria railroad will 
be opened to Richmond on the 10th. 

Lieutenant General D. H. Hill, who has 
applied for pardon, has not been in active 
service for a year or more, in consequence 
ot his difference with Jeff. Davis. 

The Constitutional Amendment abolish- 
ing slavery has passed the Lower House of 
the New Hampshire Legislature. It is ex- 
pected that the Senate will concur almost 
unanimously. 

It is estimatod by the Internal Revenue 
Bureau that the receipts from that source 
for the fiscal year ending June 30th next, 
will amount to between two hundred and 
six and two hundred and seven millions o 
dollars. 

The recaptured archives of the State of 
Tennessee tell many a tale of rebel villainy. 
Gov. Harris' papers are full of the secret 
history of the rebellion. Among other pa- 
pers on file, and indorsed by Harris, is a 
proposition to assassiuate Gov. Johnson in 
Nashville. 

A large number of workmen, recently in 
the employ of the New Jersey Central Rail- 
road Company, quit work the early part of 
this week, because the Company reduce.! 
their wages teu to fifteen per cent. Many 
of the men have obtained employment in 
another quarter. 

Since the suppression of the rebellion 
160,000 troops have left Washington for the 
north and west. 

A telegram from Constantinople states 
that the Porte is vigorously prosecuting 
measures against the traffic iu Circassian 
slaves. 

Mazzini has written a letter on the termi- 
nation of our war. He says we have done 
more for Italy iu the last four years than 
fifty years of teaching, preaching and writ- 
ing from all Europe could do. 

The ex {lenses of the Government during 
the past year amount to 1 1,200, 000, 000. 

A gentleman of New York city has re- 
cently offered to be one of six to create a 
fund of $30,000 for the erection of mission 
stations in the midst of the more neglected 
parts of its population. 

Southern trade upon credit has been re- 
opened at Cincinnati. The Gazette says: 
The credit sjstem is getting a foothold in 
the dry goods trade again, and is extending 
to the South. Goods have - been sold to 
Southern merchants within the last few 
daya on four months' time. Bankers were 
felt as to their disposition in regard to their 
paper. The response was unfavorable. 

We understand that the condition of the 
Telegraph lines at the South, and the press- 
ure of official business is such that the 
transmission of press reports to and from 
the South, will not be practicable before 
about the middle of July, soon after which 
the Associated Press will be able to resume 
its old relation with Southern editors. 

Antioch College, situated at Yellow 
Springs, Greene county, Ohio, has been put 
upon a permanent basis by an endowment 
of $100,000. The regular session commences 
at this institution on the second Tuesday of 
September next. 

The Canadian crops are reported as pre- 
senting a remarkably promising appear- 
ance. They have had no frost, and copious 
supplies of rain have prevented all fear of 
a drouth. Even that immemorial grum- 
bler, the farmer, is heard to admit for once 
that everything looks well. 

The lake tunnel at Chicago has now- 
reached a length of two thousand nine hun- 
dred feet, and is progressing at the rate of 
twelve feet per tweuty-iour hours. 

The Heir to the Austrian Throne. 

It appears that Her Majesty the Empress 
has a special reason for taking her children 
to Ischl. Eor some time it had been ob- 
served that the Archduke Rudolph, the heir 
apparent to the throne, had lost much of his 
fresh color and healthy appearance, but the 
cause of the change in the child'shealtb was 
not known to the public until yesterday. A 
few days ago, Dr. Loschner, a physician in 
whom the Emperor and Empress have great 
confidence, was summoned from Prague, 
and, after having carefully examined the 
little patient, recommended temporary 
chauge of air and a total change iu the sys- 
tem of education. 

The Archduke, who is not seven years of 
age, was not long ago taken out of the 
hands of his aja, or governess, and intrust- 
ed to the care of General Count Gondre- 
ceurt, who lost no time in beginning to give 
the child such au education "as would 
speedily make a man of him." The little 
boy was practically taught five lauguages 
at one and the same time, by means of at- 
tendants of five different nationalities; he 
was regularly drilled, and every now and 
then be was awakened in the night in order 
that he might learn to have his wits about 
him. The results of such an absurd system 
of education were soon apparent, and the 
heir to the Austrian throne is now at Ischl 
for the benefit of his health. 

General Count Goudrecourt, who knows 
how to handle a brigade as well as any man 
in the service, has got leave of absence, and 
the chances are that he will soon cease to be 
aja, or tutor, to the Emperor's only son. 

Louis Kossuth, in the course of a pri vate 
letter of the 28th of May, to the editor of the 
Tribune, incidentally says:

Harvard College— A Melancholy Incident. 

A correspondent of the Springfield (Mass.) 
Republican, writing from Cambridge says: 

On the morning of class day the sopho- 
more class buried one of their own number, 
who literally died from want of the neces- 
sities of life, and that, too, right here at 
Harvard College. Only a year ago, fresh 
from a farm seventeen miles from Buffalo, 
N. Y., a raw green lad of twenty-two ap- 

Elied for admission to the sophomore class, 
[is awkward manner and uncouth bearing 
won for him the name of "Greeny." Only 
last week was he missed from recitation, 
and way up in a little ten by twenty attic 
room of a rickety old boarding-house some- 
body said he was dying of typhoid fever. 
Ex-President Peabody, the good Samaritan 
of Harvard, beard of his distress, aud re- 
pairing to his room found the poor boy 
really in the arms of death. For a year had 
his only food been bread i nd water, and 
sometimes a little milk, and often one meal 
a day sufficed. His room was small and 
poorly ventilated, and by the feeble light of 
an old oil lamp, had the poor fellow w orked 
eighteen out of twenty-four hours almost 
each day. 

These" facts quickly coming out, every- 
thing that could be done was done. The 
struggle was all over; his last hours were 
made as comfortable as a sympathizing and 
conscience-stricken neighborhood could 
make them. His broken-h-arted mother 
came to carry her son's body home, and she 
must have beeu Overjoyed to learn what 
would have only a little before given her so 
much happiness to have known, that he 
was the first scholar in his class, and to re- 
ceive the first scholarship which yields a 
cozy little income ot three hundred dollars 
per year. But it was too late; his pride 
would never allow him to complain; his 
ambition continually spurred him on. ■ We 
recollect him passing every day; he never 
looked up; we all can rtcall his hurried 
walk, his sad countenance, his pale lamp 
always feebly twinkling at midnight, his 
running round the corner with a loaf of 
bread uuder bis arm, his going out in the 
severest storms without umbrella or over- 
coat. But it is all over now.

The head of Hamilton is 
coarse and blurred ; otherwise excellent 1\ 
and well calculated to deceive. 

50s altered from 2s— vignette portrait of 
Hamilton below the words United States. 
In genuine it is above. 

100s, imitation. The only points of actual 
difference between the genuine and coun- 
terfeit are these : In the upper left corner 
are words, "Act of February 25th, 1862." 
Iu counterfeit the "th" and the ornamental 
lines above ruu into and touch the border; 
iu the genuine there is a clear space be- 
tween.

Crop Prospects tor 1Kb.',. 

The wheat harvest having commenced in 
some portions of the country — in the South, 
by this time, it is wholly gathered— many 
are already calculating the yield of all the 
cereal crops, with reference to the effect on 
general trade. We believe it to be almost 
without precedent that accounts from all 
parts of the country are so uniformly favor- 
able. The same forms of expression are 
used everywhere, only varied a little to suit 
each locality, such as "the wheat looks fine- 
ly," "the prospect was never better," 
"there is promise of more than an average 
yield," Ac. This is true in a Bpecial sense 
of the Eastern States, and so literally that 
it would be useless to name any particular 
section. In Maine, as we are informed by 
the latest mail, the hay crop is enormous, 
and the crop of potatoes is expected toyield 
8,000,000 bushels. 

In the West, a few days ago, alarm began 
to be felt respecting the prevelance ot 
drought, but copious rains fell just iu sea- 
son to hush every lip of complaint. Unless 
great changes take place soon, the farmers 
will be more abundantly rewarded for their 
toil than for several years past. For this 
they are partly indebted to the wonderful 
results of machine labor, and also the stren- 
uous efforts made to plant a wide area, iu 
anticipation of the continuance of the war. 
They were enabled to accomplish much 
more in this direction, from the fact that, as 
■ general rule, the agricultural classes had 
realized high prices for previous crops of 
grain, for their live stocx, wool, cheese, etc., 
and felt like expending liberally in the em- 
ployment of labor. From our own State of 
New York, excepting a feeble complaint 
about bugs, the intelligence is all that could 
be desired. 

From the Southern States, accounts are 
desponding enough, but much better than 
were received a lew weeks ago. Wheat is 
likely to yield abuudantly, having, to a 
great extent, displaced other crops less val- 
uable as a means of subsistence. 

The whole land, therefore, seems to re- 
joice in the smiles of a kind Providence.

"Long John Weniwobth" on Neoko 
Suffrage.— Hon. John Wentworth, who 
represents the Chicago district in the next 
Congress, recently made a welcome speech 
to a returning Illinois regiment, in which he 
said :

If 
he were allowed the elective franchise, all 
their beautiful castles— all their hopes ol 
future power would lie at an end. I am in 
favor of letting the colored man vote, for I 
believe a loyal nigger is a better man than 
a w«hite traitor. [Tremendous applause, 
long continued.] This war would never 
have broken out had not its leaders expect- 
ed assistance from the Northern copper- 
heads. The war is now over— the snake is 
crushed— let us see to it that it never again 
revives. "

The Texas Expedition. 

The New Orleans Picayune says: "There 
appears to be a general misunderstanding 
throughout the country as to the object of 
sending troops to Texas. It is not for the 
purpose of putting down the rebellion 
therein— that is already over to the utter- 
most limits of the republic— but to preserve 
the public peace and order. From the be- 
ginning of the revolution there was a di- 
vided opinion in Texas, and the adherents 
of both sides, those of the Union and those 
of the Confederacy were very violent, and 
in the name of both many outrages were 
committed. 

"In Confederate times out-spoken Union 
men were either maltreated or driven from 
the State. Numerous instances are on re- 
cord of non-combatants not being allowed 
to leave at all— those able to bear arms 
were, of course, held for the conscription— 
and when they a' tempted to do so, old men. 
women and foreigners alike were arrested 
ond held in duress. Even family letters 
and personal remembrances were often de- 
tained, and for a time no 
except such as was clandestine, could be 
had with the outer world. 

"Troops have been ordered thither; and 
numerous bodies have already arrived out, 
and others are going forward rapidly. They 
consist principally of cavalry, and are all 
under the command of General Sheridan, 
whose headquarters are here, but will, 
doubtless, soon be in the field. The imme- 
diate command of the forces sent to Galves- 
ton has been entrusted to General Granger; 
that of Western Texas to General Weitzel. 
Perfect peace not only as between the two 
public belligerents, but between individ- 
uals and families, in every community 
throughout the trans-Mississippi country, is 
therefore in a fair way of being attained. " 

What do you think, by the way, of such 
a wonder as feeding a person by eating food 
yourself? Yet the Rev. R. A. F. Barnett, 
of King's College, Cambridge, would have 
us believe it possible. He tells of his being 
called to see a woman who for, twelve 
years, was compelled to remaim in a hori- 
zontal position. He used to mesmerise her, 
and states that on one occasion, when she 
was suffering severely in the throat, he ate 
some black currant past, which, she said, 
moistened it. "Before you ate," she said, 
"my stomach was contracted; now the 
stomach is its full size, and does not look 
shrunk." (She was a clairvoyant, and 
could see her own internal condition.) Doc- 
tor: "But you could not get nourishment 
so?" Patient: "Yes, I could get all my 
system wants." In the evening, says Mr. 
Barnett, I kept her asleep one hour, and 
took tea for her. I ate dinner and she felt 
much stronger for it. I kept her asleep two 
houisand a quartat in the morning and 
one hour in the evening, eating for her as 
usual. What a blessing and a saving it 
will be if people can really eat for another! 
No more destitute pauperism; no more 
starvation.— [London Letter.

There is a people evidently that need a 
good deal of re-mooldiug before they can 
be "reconstructed."

A DIFFICULTY. 
A singular oversight which bids lair to 
put a temporary check upon reconstruction 
movement*, has been committed by the 
Government in appointing provisional 
Governors and other fuoctiouariea. Certain 
of these officials are men who have partici- 
pated in the ret*llion in various ways, and 
to such extent as to identify them very 
folly with treason. On the 2nd of July 
1862 the following aot of Congress waa ap- 
proved by the President of the United 
States. 

Be it enacted, Ac., that hereafter every 
parson el.cted or appointed to any office of 
DcDur or profit under the Government of 
the United Stales, either in the civil, mili- 
tary or naval departments of Um* public 
■arvioe. excepting tne President of the 
United States, shall, before entering upon 
the duties of such offices, and before being 
entitled to the salary or other emoluments 
tijer*«**V take and subscribe the following 
oath or affirmation: 

I, , do solemnly swear (or affirm > 

that 1 have never voluntarily borne arms 
agsinst the United States aim* I have baen 
acitiaen tb-reof; that I have voluntarily 
givau no aid, oountenauoe. counsel or en- 
couragement to persona engaged in armed 
hostility thereto; that I have neither sought 
nor accepted nor attempted to exercise the 
functions o» any office whatever, under any 
authority, or pretended authority In hostii- 
Ut to taa United States, that X havs not 



yielded a voluntary support to any pre- 
tended Government, authority, power or 
constitution within the United States, bos- 
tile or inimical thereto. And I do further 
swear tor affirm) that to the best of mv 
knowledge and ability I will support and 
defend the Constitution of the United States 
against all enemies, foreign and domestic; 
that I will i»ear true faith and allegiance to 
the same; that I take this obligation freely, 
without any mental reservation or purpose 
of ev tsion. So help me God. 

And anv person who shall falsely take 
the said oath shall be guilty of perjury, and 
on conviction, in addition to the other pen- 
alties now prescribed for that offense, shall 
be deprived of bis office, and rendered in- 
capable forever after of holding any office 
or place under the United Statea. 

Gov. Holden of North Carolina Is one of 

iug this oath. We confess ourselves puz- 
E'.ed to see any solution of the difficulty 
other than by the Immediate resignation of 
those who cannot take the oath, and the ap- 
pointment of those who can, to fill their 
places. If competent men cannot be found 
in the rebel States who have not excluded 
themselves from the application of the 
above oath, there would seem to be noth- 
ing to do but wait until Congress can con- 
sider this matter again, or take competent 
and loyal men from States where they can 
be found. ^ 

ANTIQ.CE SPECIMENS. 

The New Hampshire Legislature recently 
ratified, with but little opposition, the Con- 
stitutional Amendment abolishing slavery 
in the United Slates. The committee ap- 
pointed to prepare resolutions upon the 
subject of ratification, brought in a majority 
report signed by eight persons, and a mi- 
nority report signed by two. The latter 
contained the same "stale, flat and unprofit- 
able" stuff with which all citixens of Ken- 
tucky are familiar, as reasons for rejecting 
the amendment. 

The Boston Transcript suggests that New 
Hampshire pay off her State debt by public 
exhibition of ibis miuorily commiltee. The 
editor thinks tnat, as specimens of extraor- 
dinary longevity, relics of a dimly remote 
past, a primeval time, these mouldy old 
fogies would "draw' - hugely, and that "the 
largest halls would be crowded nightly 
even if the admission fee was as high as 
twenty-five cents." 

R e hardly think it would be worth while 
for New Hampshire to adopt the suggestion. 
Kentucky could beat her at that game. We 
could furnish specimens more numerous 
and more antiquated. Per her Rome we 
could furnish ten Ninevahs for her Masto- 
don, Sauriaus that weltered iu an elder air 
which neither bird nor mammal could have 
breathed. For live things — still frisky and 
giving promise of a long continued exist- 
ence in the future — with the mould of 
primeval ages upon them, our State is hard 
to beat. Yankeedom may beat us in wash- 
ing-machines and "sich." Rut for dead- 
alive antiquities we are in a fair way to 
tor awhile.

A portion of a letter, written during the 
exciting festivities of the last few days has 
been picked up in the street aud handed us 
by a friend, who wishes to have it returned 
to the writer, provided she can be found. 
The chirography is neat, vigorous and legi- 
ble, and the evident work of a fair baud. 
The writer don't seem to have enjoyed alto- 
gether the welcome given by our loyal citi- 
zens to Gen. Sherman. So we lake it thai 
the 4th of July, in this particular year, has 
not been a season of much exultation with 
her. And in her mixed mood of depression 
and ebullition, the loss of even a bit of manu- 
script may aggravate her symptoms. We 
are proverbially merciful, and do cheerful- 
ly therefore contribute our assistance in the 
return of this letter.

IN ill I GalXOV BITTERNESS AM) 
BON l> OF INIQUITY. 

All evidence of any popular disapproval 
of the devilish cruelties practiced upon our 
prisoners at Anderson ville, Ga., of any feel- 
ing of sympathy for the sufferers on the 
part of the neighboring inhabitants, fails. 
On the other band a thousand incidents 
have come to light which reveal either a 
otal indifference to the ghastly and crim- 
inal tragedy transpiring in their midst, or 
exultation over it. The Cincinnati Commer- 
cial gives the following illustrative ex- 
ample: 

An officer, told us that, when standing on 
the platform, at a railroad station, below 
Macon, a few weeks ago, he was asked, by 
some of the curious, whether he was really 
a Yankee officer. He was the tirat that had 
l*»en in those parts except those who bad 
appeared iu the capacity ol prisoners. He 
informed the inquirer that he certainly was 
a Yankee going about locse; not seeking 
whom he mignt devour, but buying corn. 
He then asked, "Am 1 the first Yankee 
seen in these parts?" The reply came from 
a thin vinegary -viaag'-d woman, with a 
sharp nasal twang, a Yankee voice with 
Africanized accent, "No, we've seen lots of 
'em down yer at Andersonville. There's 
about fifteen thousand or 'em down thar 
£it." The e^egant^observatiou was followed 

Such persons as are here indicated are 
fitter subjects, it strike us, for regeneration 
than reconstruction into the body-politic of 
a free and Christian nation. Aud such in- 
cidents as this strengthen our conviction 
thai it is of paramount importance to delay 
the latter process a little, and pray for the 
former not a little. 



Daily News" on Negro Suffrage. 

The Southern organ in this city, the Daily 
News, takes up the defense of the principle 
of universal suffrage, aud claims for the 
negro the right to vote as natural, and be- 
longing to every male citizen twenty-one 
years of age. The News quotes Senator 
Sherman's declaration that "If anything is 
clear, it is that the framers of the Constitu- 
tion meant that each State should prescribe 
who should vote." Upon this it says: 

"Thus much for where the power resides. 
What is the nature of this power? Is It not 
plainly one to regulate, by needful and 
necessary rules, the exercise of the elective 
franchise; and not a power to create the 
right iteelf? The right to vote belongs to 
each male citlzep or twenty-one years of 
age. It is his by birth; and he, by opera- 
tion or law, becomes a citizen of the United 
States and entitled to all rights, privileges 
and immunities through the relations of 
his native S ate to the national Union. The 
elective franchise in his inherent right— the 
exercise alone is subject to State regulation. 
Congress has the exclusive power to make 
a uniform law of naturalization. Ry birth 
or by naturalization tbe relation ot the citi- 
zen to tbe State and United States is cre- 
ated. The slave-trade has been discontin- 
ued since 1808, and therefore we assume 
that the blacks in the Southern States are 
nearly all natives of this couutry. 

"Heretofore nothiug stood between them 
and full citizenshiu but their condition of 
involuntary servitude: 'the compromising 
expedientof the Constitution which regards 
them as inhabitants, but as debased by ser- 
vitude below the equal level of free inhabi- 
tant, which regards the slaves as diveBted 
of two-fifths ot the man.' Even under this 
'expedient' they bore a political relation, 
through their owners, to society, and were 
through them represented much in the 
mode in which an infant or married woman 
is related and represented through the 
father or husband. Tbe exact legal and 
political condition of tbe slave in this couu- 
try has not always been clearly appreciated. 
An eminent writer well defines him to be 
'a person who is related to society through 
another person called a master, lowborn he 
owes due service of labor, and from whom 
he Is entitled to receive support aud protec- 
tion.' Nothing stood between the slave 
and full citizenship but this involuntary 
service — that impediment is gone through 
the actual operation of the war, and the 
liberated black stands himself, a citizen in 
his own proper person, and not through the 
relation of another 'called a master.' 

"Then ir the abstract right to vote inheres 
in every citizen, why not in the native black 
man? What rule or law denies him that 
right? Is it, candidly, in the power of tbe 
State or or the natioual government to give 
or to withhold tbe right? Is it not his ab- 
solute personal right now that he is liber- 
ated? And if it is his, who shall take it 
from him, or who shall come between him 
and the State of which he is a citizen? It, 
as all other civic rights, may be forfeited by 
an adequate crime. Rut this is common to 
all citizens." 

We recommend this argument to the con- 
sideration of those who wish to limit the 
sufftage in one way and another. As to 
Southern opinion upon this question, the 
N"ws asserts: " We could mention mauy 
more than fifty leading men in theSouthern 
States who seriously consider this the day 
and hour when the preservation and sta- 
bility of Southern interests impel them to 
return on this subject to the ancient policy 
of the early Southern statesmen"— which 
was, as the News points out, universal suf- 
frage, as the road to the greatest political 
power. 

Tbe News speaks on this matter appa- 
rently for itseif only; but we have no doubt 
it utters tbe sentiments of the more far- 
sighted and the shrewdest of tbe Southern 
politicians, who already see that if they 
want political power iu the Union, they can 

t it only by securing the largest possible 
representative and voting population. — [N .

"Not a Federal." 

"Captain Roggs, while in command of the 
steamer Connecticut, was shown an order 
the port of Bermuda, regulating the anchor- 
age ground for Federal and Confederate ves- 
sels. Disregarding this order, he was sent 
for by the Governor, whom be politely- in- 
formed that it did not apply to him. 'What,' 
says the Oovorner, 'are you not an officer of 
tbe Federal navy?' 'No, sir,' said tne Cap 
t«iu, 'I belong to neither the Federal nor 
Confederate navy. I have the honor to 
command the United States gunboat Con- 
nect nut, and am an officei in the United 
States navy. I, therefore, sir, consider that 
I have a right to auchor iu tbe harbor where 
I please. I know no sut'b force as the Fed- 
eral navy.' " 

That was well paid, and is worthy of imi- 
tation. When our troops marched across 
the long bridge into Virginia, their instruc- 
tions were to reply to the hail of thereltel 
sentinels of "who comes there," with the 
words, "The advanced guard of the graud 
Army of the United States." Now that the 
grand army bus crushed the rebellion from 
the Potomac to the Gull, and the advanced 
guards face the other way, homeward 
bound, let all soldiers remember always 
that they are of the Army of tbe United 
States, and all sailors, wherever they are, 
never forget that they are of the Navy of 
United States. There is something of parti- 
san flavor about the term Federal as it is 
used. We should employ terms, and iusist 
upon others doing so, that unmistakably 
mean thul we are a nation.

Parsons, of Talladega, Alabama, as Provis- 
ional Govenor of that State. The following 
Is the present status of the Southern Stales. 
Seven Slates are governed by regularly 
elected officers, as follows: 

Kentucky. Thomas E. Rramlette; Mary- 
land, Thomas 8wann; Tennessee, Wm. G. 
Brownlow; Virginia, Francis H. Pierpout; 
Missouri, Thomas C. Fletcher; Arkansas, 
John Murphy; Louisiana, James Madison 
Wells. 

Provisional Governors under the same in - 
strumous have been appointed for five 
States as follows: 

North Carolina, Wm. W. Holden; Geor- 
gia, James Johnson; Mississippi, Wm. L. 
Sharkey; Texas, Andrew J. Hamilton; Al- 
abama, Lewis E. Paisons. 

Provisional Governors are yst to be ap- 
pointed for South Carolina and Florida, 
when every State in the Union will again 
be in poHsessiou or a civil executive loyal to 
the National Government. 



Alabama— Governor Parsons.— Lewis 
E. Parsons was born in the North, but has 
long been an eminent lawyer of Talladega, 
Alabama. He was an active and promi- 
nent Whig in oiher days, but living in a 
Democratic county and District, he has, 
since tbe dt feat of Mr. Clay in 1844, devoted 
his energies to his profession. Known as a 
decided though not noisy opponent to se- 
cession, he was for that reason chosen to 
the late rebel Legislature of Alabama — 
Talladega having given a decided majority 
against secession. At tbe same election, 
Jabez L. M. Curry, an criginal and ardent 
secessionist, was run o t of the rebel Con- 
gress by M. H. Cruikshank, a young imni 
not previously in public life. Mr. Parsons 
attended the extra session of the Legisla- 
ture, and opposed I he recommendations of 
Gov. Watts, backed by the personal appeals 
of Jeff. Davis, looking to a levy of the last 
reserves (boys between 16 sue. 17, and men 
between 50 and 60j in defense of tbe rebel 
cause. The Legislature, it will be remem- 
bered, adjourned without acting definitely 
on anyot the Governor's recommendations 
He is about sixty years of age, aud will do 
bis utmost to render the Union fraternal 
and perpetual. — [N. Y. Tribune. 

During the war tbe Society of Friends in 
East Teni essee, Virninis, and North Caro- 
lina, numbered thirty-seven congregations, 
including about 3,500 persons. The disci- 
pline of tbe socieU , prohibiting the owning 
or hiring of slaves, not only remained in- 
violate, but tbe members bore an open and 
firm testimony against slavery aud war, 
and were loyal to the United States Gov- 
ernment. This subjected them to some 
persecution, but tbe society, nevertheless, 
received an accession of over 500 members. 
Immediately upon tbe surrender of John- 
ston's army their brethren of the North 
and West raised over $20,000 t > replace 
their losses by the war and to assist them 
in re-establishing schools.

Thk Crops. — In some localities in our 
State, from the beat information we can re- 
ceive, the whent crop, as far as harvested, 
has turned out verv meagre. In the bot- 
tom lands, especially, is this the case; and 
we presume the excessive wet weather we 
have had this spring and summer may I* 
set down as the cause of so mucj smut, 
ruslf and other grain diseases, which result 
iu tbe diminutive beads, many whole crops 
yielding scarcely more tnan hve good 
grains to the head. On the uplands the 
crop generally is not much better., 

Tbe oat crop, however, promises a more 
abundant yield, not having been materially 
injured by" the excessive dampness, thougu 
producing a vigorous stalk, and scarcely an 
average bead. 

Tbe grass crop, in some of the greatest 
yielding counties, may be set down as 
something over an average crop.

We had preserved for our posterity th 
heritance bequeathed to us by those giants 
of '76, and we are proud again to honor this 
day which they gloriiied. The war ha- 
<• >st us much blood aud treasure, but it has 
made for us a nation ol heroes who have 
proved "they posses.'; l»oth honor and cour 
age, those qualities which eagle-plume 
m -n's souls and tit them for the sun." And 
notwithstanding the great cost, if the Amer- 
f i- an people have learned but oue lesson by 
its honors, to lay dowu and forget sectional 
prejudice, iu which this great national 
calamity has had its birth, and remember 
only that we arc oue nation, one people, 
and one family, we will not perhaps have 
paid too dearly for it. We would not now 
exult as victors over tbe conquered, but re 
ii.euil>er that they sre our brethren and 
people who have greatly erred, and whom 
we have been compelled to chastise for their 
own good. These sentiments were loudly 
applauded, and the Colouel preceded to dis- 
i-u s the political questions, of which the 
lollowing is a brief summary: 

The Colonel then said: I regard all former 
party organizations in Kentucky as totally 
lisrupted by the war, and for the purpose 
i 1 guarding the palladium of our liberties, 
reorganization is absolutely necessary. 
While I have belonged to no political party 
eretofore, I shall ally myself to that party 
.n the future which venerates most the Fed- 
eral Constitution, and will pledge itself to 
the maintenance of civil authority para- 
mount to military rule, as the best assur- 
ance for our liberties. I will cheerfully and 
tieartily support the administration of our 
l>resentJExecutive,Andrew Johnson, believ- 
ing the policy indicated by him for the re- 
construction *of our Federal relations, under 
existing circumstances, wise, merciful and 
patriotic, and that leniency to our mis- 
guided brethren of the South will not only 
conform to Christiau precept, but will more 
-fleet ually cement us in that relationship in 
which we must dwell in the future, to ac- 
complish the destiny of our great nation. 
Hie war having burthen**! th** nation with 
an immense debt, which must be fairly 
met, in order to maintain our national 
honor aud integrity, I would equalize tax- 
ation by such equitable rule as would leave 
the burthen equally distributed between 
the capitalist and producer, and the me- 
chanic and laborer, allowing the latter only 
exemptions upon their earnings, necessary 
for the support of their families. I am for 
maintaining the Monroe doctrine strictly r , 
ami would prefer to colonize the "Freed 
men" of the I'm ted States in Mexico, with 
a republican form of government, which 
would meet their present necessities as well 
aa our own, rather than have the present 
mushroom monarchy permanently estab- 
lished there. 

Although I am now and have ever been 
a slave-owner, with an easy conscience up- 
ou all quest ons of its propriety, I now re- 
gard the institution as practically dead, and 
without calculating loss, or indulging iu 
unfruitful murmurings, I am ready to bury 
the carcass. 

< »ur misguided Southern bretbern, in their 
madness, forced that issue upon us in the 
war, holding it up as a shield, from behind 
which to strike at tbe dissolution of the 
Union, and to paralyze the patriotic arms 
ot the loyal l»order slave State men, who 
were arrayed in its defense. The result has 
I en that our glorious Union is preserved, 
and the institution ot slavery is destroyed, 
at which no truly loyal heart should grieve, 
however, as we could not avoid the issue in 
a Inch the one was to be lost and the other 
preserved — and in which I must believe the 
the God of battles has wisely decided for 
us all. Tbe interference with the institution 
in loyal Kentucky seems unfair and unjus- 
tifiable as a war measure, and has aroused 
the indignation of our people; but when we 
consider that it has been the great issue of 
tbe war— that it has been abolished in all 
the Southern States, and totally demoral- 
ized in our own, whether by fair or foul 
means, we would be unwiae to cling to a 
property which will only incumber us in 
the future. There can be no dispute that 
we are as justly entitled to remuneration 
for those of our negroea our Governmeut 
placed iu the army, or bestowed as bounty, 
as we are to compensation for any other 
species of property taken by the Govern- 
ment for public use. But the right to com- 
pensation should not incumber and debase 
this question as a political issue, as no hon- 
orable man should be influenced in such 
matters by what he would make, or by 
wbat he might lpae pecuniarily. That 
moral obligation undei which every true 
Kentuckian feels bound to maintain the 
helpless portion of hia negro family, can 
now be shifted from us to a responsible 
party — the Government having offered to 
take our negroe«, with the responsibilities; 
and, as far aa I am individually concerned. 
I am for accepting the pro] 



concerned, the matter having been fully dis- 
posed of at the last session.

FENIAN PICNIC AT WOODLAND OARDBN. 

This picnic was largely attended. In fact 
there was too large a crowd at times for full 
eiiKjyment. The crowd was composed 
chiefly of our Irish fellow-citizens, who 
know how to make an entertainment agree- 
able. All day long tbe street cars were 
crowded. Our young friend, Will Kelly, 
delivered the oration, which was an ad- 
mirable production. He waa loudly ap- 
plauded in every allusion to the subject of 
his nationality. Music and dancing were 
the order of the day, and at a late hour in 
the evening we left the merry party, "trip- 
ping ou tbe light fantastic toe." 

THE PICNIC AT JOHNSON'S WOOD. 
The anniversary of American Indepen- 
dence was very generally observed by the 
colored people of our city, and neighboring 
places, by a grand procession, dinner, and 
picnic in Johnson's Wood. A crowd num- 
bering not less thau ten thousand persons 
assembled on Ninth street, marched iu pro- 
D to Johnson's Wood, and passed the 
day very pleasantly in eating and drink- 
ing and iu listening to the inspiring ad- 
dresses of the gentlemen mentioned above. 
Tbe.procession was composed of two regi- 
meuts, viz: the 123d and 125th U. S. C. L, 
the colored Sabbath schools, and various 
civic aud benevolent associations, besides a 
large number of persons on foot and in 
vehicles, making its appearance very im- 
posing. It was under the command of 
Messrs. R. M. Johnson, A. Hubbard, and 
other line and society marshals. The heat 
was so iutense that, ou arriving at the wood, 
every one seemed inclined to rest aud re- 
cruit, and for an hour or so great havoc 
wus made amongst ham, tongue, chickens, 
and other good things, which were brought 
forth from the depths of ponderous backets. 
An excellent public dinner was prepared 
for the soldiers, to which due justice was 
done. 

After dinner, the speaking began, the 
first speaker being Mr. David Jenkins, ol 
Columbus, Ohio, who delivered a line ad- 
dress, displaying deep thought, and a cul- 
tivated mind. Mr. J. M. Langston, a color- 
ed lawyer of Oberlin, Ohio, was theu intro- 
duced by Rev. Mr. Ross, and entertained 
the audience with a most eloquent and ar 
gunientative discourse; iu the course ot 
which he reviewed the past and present 
condition of our country, and pointed out 
the duty and responsibility of the colored 
men in graphic aud forcible language. Mr. 
L. is an eloquent and forcible speaker, co- 
gent and convincing in argument, and with 
a verv graceful aud lucid habit of present- 
ing a subject. His allusion to our martyred 
President, who made colored men free, aud, 
not only free men, but citisens ; who lelt 
Springfield with the expressed wish, "pray 
for nie," was a truthful and merited tribute 
to the memory or a departed hero; and his 
words of practical advice to the men of hi- 
race will, we hope, prove to have fallen ou 
not inattentive ears. Would that some M 
our slavery stupified friends, whothink that 
a colored man is intellectually a few 
degrees only removed from the brute 
could have Usteued to the eloquence of this 
young and able defender of his race. 

Chaplain Collins of the 57th Illinois regi 
meut, followed Mr. Langstou, iu a short 
address, alluding to the great difference be- 
tween the first and last 4th of July which 
passed during the rebellion, and expressing 
his joy at seeiug so vast a concourse of 
people met together for the purpose of re- 
joicing over the downfall of slavery, and 
the emancipation of Kentucky, Four years 
ago the ir>oity of them were slaves, chat- 
tels, personal, liable to be at any moment 
separated from their families; now, by- 
God's blessing, aud the instrumentality ol 
Mr. Lincoln, as free as himself, acknowl- 
edging no master but God. «fcc. 

The next speaker was Lieutenant Ward, 
of the 125th Regiment, who spoke of the 
colored trooos with whom he was identi 
fled, and complimented highly* theirintelli- 
genoe, loyalty aud courage.' He claimed 
that they had exhibited the highest quali- 
ties as men aud soldiers, mentioning sev- 
eral incidents which had come under his 
own observation. 

Generals Palmer and Brisbin arrived on 
the ground late iu the utternoou, and wen 
received with loud aud prolonged cheers. 
Each of these gentlemen made excellent 
addresses, which were listened to with the 
closest attention, but of which we cannot 
give eveu an abstract. The whole celebra 
tion was very creditable* to our colored 
friends. No disorder occurred, no drunk- 
enness, no fighting. All was pleasant and 
peaceful, aud the occasion was one long to 
remembered. We believe its result will li- 
very beneficial to our city and State. 



" Scn-Stroke. — We understand tha - 
many persons attending the various picnics 
yesterday (the 4th) were severely affected 
by the intense heal. At the picnic of the 
Sunday Schools, held on the Indiana shore, 
live miles up the river, eleven ladies were 
sun-struck. On the crowded ferry-boat one 
died and two had severe spasms. Several 
of those affected by the heat are reported to 
tie in a critical condition. At the picnic ot 
the colored population yesterday, we are 
informed that four darkies were killed by 
suu-stroke." 

We copy the above from the afternoon 
edition of tbe Journal of yesterday. There 
were no fatal results trom the heat at the 
picnic of the Sabbath Schools. A dozen or 
more ladies and children were overcome by 
the heat, but last night they were doing 
well. At the picuic mj the colored people 
several persons were overcome, but uoue o; 
them died. We heard of several cases of 
sun-stroke among the soldiers in camp, but 
did not hear that any of them died.

12 1864.— Sir: The papers in the claim of 

• * • for 45,000 pounds of * • * 
amounting to * * " submitted by you 
on the 31st ultimo, under the Act of July 4, 
1864, are herewith returned withou ap- 
proval. , , 

The affidavit of the claimant states that 
"the who'e of the bacon was taken by or- 
der of Col. D. R. Haggard, who was then 
commanding the post of Gallatin, Tenn.," 
but it does not state by what officer the ba- 
con was actually received in charge for ad- 
ministration. 

The phrase "proper officer receiving the 
same," used in the 3d section of the act, de- 
signates in the opinion of this office, the of- 
ficer who receives actual possession of the 
subsistence stores and who, by reason 
thereof, becomes accountable to the Gov- 
ernment for the proper appropriation of 
them to the use of the army. Returns 
showing the disi>osition of subsistence 
stores are required by Army Regulations 
and existing orders from the subordinate 
officer thus accountable, but not from the 
commanding officer, under whose orders 
he may have acted iu receiving the stores. 
When these returns account for the stores, 
tbe best and most convincing evidence is 
presented to the Commissary General that 
they "have been received or taken actually 
for the use of, and used by said army"— a 
fact of which he must be "convinced" be- 
fore payment can be authorized under tbe 
act. In order therefore that the Commis- 
sary General may be enabled to avail him- 
self of this evidence, you are required to 
show by what officer the bacon in qu u stion 
was actually received under Col. Haggard's 
order.

Bodley and Rowan Bu- 
chanar, Esq., were appointed a committee 
to draft resolutions. 

Upon tbe retirement of the committe, J. 
U. Price, Esq., iu few eloquent remarks 
naid a just tribute to the worth and talents 
of the deceased, and was followed bv R. F. 
Baird, Esq., in a review of the Louisville 
bar for twenty-five years; he told of the 
many shining lights that had retired or 
passed away, he being one of the very few 
survivors at the bar from that period, the 
l- cased occupying a high place among 
them. E. S. Craig, Esq., in a review of the 
same period, in eloquent and feeling words 
spoke of the worth, talents and services of 
the deceased; whereupon the committee re- 
turned the following resolutions, which 
were unanimously adopted:

Resolved, That while nothing can as- 
suage the private grief of his family, we 
could not part with our deceased brother 
without offering our sincere condolence in 
their great afllictioii.

New York, July 5.— The Herald's Wash- 
ington special savis : The President's health 
has so tar improved as to enable hi in to at- 
tend a Cabinet meeting a few hours. 

The Navy Department has determined 
to send an* iron-clad irunboat of the Mon- 
adnock pattern to the Pacific coast, but hu> 
not decided which one of the four shall ko. 

The troops encamped in the vicinity of 
Washington have been neatly unanimous iii 
their complaints of bad treatment by the 
commissaries for a month past. They de- 
clare that they fared better in the field dur- 
ing the campaigns against Richmond for 
three vears past than thev have since being 
encamped in sight of this city. They also 
complain of not being paid, in many in- 
stances, for six months, and manifest much 
feeling on the subject. 

New York, July V— The tWth anniver- 
sary of our independence was observed here 
yesterday with all theeclat that New York- 
ers could give to the occasion. The mili- 
tarv display consisted of twenty-five regi- 
ments ot intantry, cavalry and artillery, ac- 
companied by thirteen bands, and was re- 
ceived with the greatest enthusiasm along 
the line of march. 

The returned veterans had a perfect ova- 
tion. A dinner was given to the Irish bri- 
gade in Irwing Hall, and the wounded and 
ireU soldiers were entertained at the State 
Soldiers' I*pot, the City Assembly Rooms, 
regimental armories, and other places. The 
shipping in the harbor was finely decora- 
ted: public and private buildings were hung 
with flags and streamers, and the parks and 
streets were lull of fair women and brave 
men; and in the evening the fireworks in 
the various street* and other localities 
closed the dav in a blaze of glory. At Oet- 
I v-burg the dav was celebrated with great 
enthusiasm, and the corner-stone of the sol- 
diers monument was laid with the most 
imposing ceremonies. At daylight one hun- 
dred guns were tired b> the camp on the 
battle-tield. At ten o'clock in the morning 
the procession, headed by Major General 
Geary, started from the main stieet in the 
town, and the cemetery was reached a few 
minutes before 11 o* clock, when the exer- 
cises were opened with prayer and a dis- 
course bv the Rev. Dr. Tiffany, of this city. 

After the reading of a letter from Presi- 
dent Johnson, regretting that illness de- 
prived him of the pleasure of being present, 
the ceremonies attending the laying of the 
. -.rner-stone were gone through with. 

(teiieral Howard, the orator ot the day, 
delivered an eloquent oration on the "Sacri- 
fices ot the private soldier," which was fol- 
lowed by the poem of the occasion, 
"Thoughts of the time and place," written 
and read by Colonel Charles C. Halpine.

The weather on the 4th was 
ex<-< ssively warm— the w arm est of the sea- 
son, with the thermometer up in the nine- 
ty's all day. Wednesday the thermometer 
was at 91 at 10 A. M. 

( in the falls there are 28 inches water in 
the pass, down the Indian chute, and fall- 
ing. 

The river is falling at all points, and sand- 
bars are getting very prominent both below 
and above the falls. Tne obstructions at 
Warsaw bar, just below Cincinnati, make 
that passage difficult and hazardous. 

Along the Lower Ohio the boats last ar- 
rived report but 7 feet water, and the sand- 
bars sticking out everywhere. 

The Indiana is due with a broken shaft. 
She broke a main, or water wheel shaft, 
jnst above Memphis, and was not seized for 
Government transportation at Cairo, as re- 
ported.

M. White's run five miles; and the Atlan- 
tic's 24 hour run, from New Orleans to Hard 
Timi s was over twenty miles, or nearly a 
mile an hour faster than the White's time. 
The wild Missouri, in the times of the J. M. 
White, made the run from New Orleans to 
St. Louis in four days and four hours, yet 
the Peytona, on her trip from New Orleans 
to Louisville, passed the Missouri under 
way, loaded, and then passed her under 
way again, all in leas than a four hours' 
run. 

The J. M. White's time for New Orleans 
to SL Louis, three days twenty-three hours, 
has never been beaten, but that does not 
prove that there were no boats faster than 
the J. M. White. The Peytona never ran 
for a quick trip duriug her career, but she 
frequently made runs that conclusively 
proved her the fleetest of the fleet in her 
dav. She has averaged over sixteen miles 
an' hour against the current of the Missis- 
sippi, and at that rate of runniug she could 
have went to St. Louis in three days and 
eight hours running time, arid four or six 
hours for wooding, etc., and her time would 
have been at least eight hours leas than the 
White's. To prove, however, that the J. M. 
White's time to Cairo has been "approach- 
ed," we subjoin the following runs:
